his issue of THE FortTNIGHTLY 

Review lays before you the wide 

array of lectures, essays, clinical 
presentations, exhibits, meetings, recep- 
tions, general sessions and entertainment 
features that make up the 89th Midwin- 
ter Meeting of the Chicago Dental Soci- 
ety.

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FIRST GENERAL SESSION 

The First General Session of the Chicago Dental Society’s 89th Midwinter Meet- 
ing will take place in the Grand Ballroom of the Conrad Hilton Hotel on the evening 
of Monday, February 8th, 1954. 

The speaker of the evening will be Walter H. Judd, U. S. Representative from 
Minnesota, one of the greatest orators in America. 

Of all the men occupying elective office in the United States, Congressman Judd 
is certainly the best informed on two jointly menacing aspects of the world we face 
today, Communism and the Far East. Of Communism he speaks at first hand— 
as a medical missionary to China he lived under Communist rule for years and both 
from past experience and recent travel the Far East is in the immediate forefront 
of his concern. What makes this knowledge of interest to us is Dr. Judd’s ability as a 
fluent and forthright speaker. His observations are clear and unequivocal—when he 
is scheduled to speak from the floor of Congress his fellow members crowd the House 
to hear him as they do for few other speakers. 

Walter Judd was born in the small town of Rising City, Nebraska and studied 
surgery at the Mayo Foundation. He was in China as the head of a hospital when 
the Japanese invaded and lived there for five months while the Japanese held his 
city. Returning to the United States he was elected to Congress in 1942 and has been 
re-elected ever since. His remarks on world conditions today are bound to be worth- 
while listening for all of us at the Midwinter Meeting and we are happy to add 
him to the long roll of our outstanding “Monday night speakers.”

The Second General Session of the 89th Midwinter Meeting of the Chicago 
Dental Society will take place in Private Dining Room Number Two of the Conrad 
Hilton Hotel at 11:00 a.m. Wednesday, February tenth. It will be the occasion 
of the presentation of the award to the winner of the Thirteenth Annual Prize Essay 
Competition sponsored by the Society. The contest was won by Maurice V. Stack 
of Harvard with a paper on “Organic Constituents of Enamel.” 

Dr Robert F. Tuck, Acting General Chairman of the Midwinter Meeting, will pre- 
side at this General Session and Dr. Elmer Ebert, President of the Chicago Dental 
Society, will present the prize award to the winner.
